Peacemakers;” “Blessed are the M eek;” “Blessed 
are .»^e "ben men shall revile you and persecute 
you" and the accompanying promises ought to help 
abolish war. 
“ lf one shall smite you on one cheek 
turn to him the other also" is a spirit which will 
prevent hostilities in the long run if all nations 
seeking peace will adopt it.

ment has decided th at the m anu­ 
facture of this home-brewed li­ 
quor, w hether for 
sale 
or 
per­ 
sonal use, is in and of Itself a 
criminal act. 
In thus determ ining to take def­ 
inite action against one phase of 
the liquor evil in its midst, the 
Soviet authorities are doing some­ 
thing which, so far as It goes, is 
likely to produce a certain modi­ 
cum of results. 
The real lesson 
from this situation, however, Is 
of course th at the liquor menace 
m ust be wrestled w ith as aw hols. 
It is of little value to attem pt to 
play off one phase of It against 
another. 
Those opposed to pro­ 
hibition in the United States claim 


th at the restoration of some a l­ 
coholic drinks 
would 
offset the 
bootleg evil. 
R ussia's experience 
does not uphold this view. 
The 
sobriety th at existed during the 
short period of prohibition in that 
country has never been equaled. 
Abuses, it Is true, crop up under 
drastic system s of liquor control. 
Despite all th at Is said \o the 
contrary, however, the more li­ 
quor th a t is available, the more is 
drunk, and the more th a t Is drunk 
the more evils ars found attend­ 
ant upon th at drinking. 
Camou­ 
flaging an issue does not solve the 
problems associated w ith IL 
The 
way to do aw ay w ith the evils 
th at result from liquor drinking 
is to put a stop to the legal dis­ 
tribution of that 
liquor 
in 
any 
form.
